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To  All  Sweet  Briar  Alumnae: 

As  another  Commencement  begins  to  show  its  head  around  the  corner 
of  coming  events,  the  fact  is  borne  in  upon  us  that  we — meaning  nothing 
personal,  of  course,  but  merely  the  Alumnae  Association — are  growing 
old.  If  threads  of  grey  have  not  yet  made  their  appearance  in  our  collec- 
tive hair,  I  am  sure  they  soon  will,  and  if  you  don't  believe  it,  listen  to 
this !  Commencement  this  year  will  be  marked  by  the  celebration  of  the 
first  20th  reunion  Sweet  Briar  lias  ever  known !

K.  Benedict,  Sweet  Briar's  first  president,  who  will  be  there  to  "reunite" 
with  the  class  of  1910  and  all  the  other  "old  girls,"  and  who  will  deliver 
the  commencement  address  at  the  graduation  exercises.  To  all  those  who 
were  at  Sweet  Briar  during  the  first  ten  years  of  its  existence  the  oppor- 
tunity to  meet  Miss  Benedict  again  "in  person"  and  to  see  her  once  more 
on  the  platform  at  Commencement  affords  an  irresistible  inducement  to  be 
among  those  present  at  Sweet  Briar  during  that  week-end  of  May  31  to 
June  3,  and  even  from  this  distance  it  is  easy  to  predict  a  big  crowd  of 
returning  alumna?  upon  celebration  bent. 

And  that,  of  course,  is  what  we  want.  All  alumna',  of  all  ages,  sizes 
and  kinds,  are  urged  to  come  back  for  Commencement  and  are  assured 
a  very  cordial  welcome,  but  we  are  particularly  eager  to  have  a  large 
gathering  of  the  older  alumna?  who  knew  and  loved  Miss  Benedict,  and 
who  even  if  they  did  not  know  the  class  of  1910  were  at  least  within 
speaking  distance  of  it.  1910  will  be  the  "hostess  class"  this  year,  but 
because  there  are  not  so  very  many  of  them  and  because  they,  together 
with  Miss  Benedict,  will  really  be  the  guests  of  honor  on  this 
occasion  rather  than  the  hostesses,  the  class  of  1919,  of  which  Miss 
Benedict  is  the  honorary  member,  has  been  asked  to  act  as  the  assistant 
hostess  class,  and  between  the  two  of  them  all  arrangements  will  be  ade- 
quately provided  for.  There  will  be  a  later  Alumna?  Bulletin  giving  all 
details  of  plans  and  programs  for  Commencement,  but  because  we  know 
that  it  is  not  always  easy  for  alumna?,  either  those  with  families  or  those 
with  professions  or  positions,  to  take  trips  on  short  notice,  I  am  taking 
advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  call  attention  to  the  very  special  event 
which  this  Commencement  will  be  and  to  urge  everyone  to  BEGIN 
PLANNING  NOW,  and  be  at  Sweet  Briar  on  May  31.

President  Glass  Receives  Litt.  D.  From  Columbia 

President  Meta  Glass  was  one  of  the  four  women  upon  whom  the 
degree  of  Litt.D.  was  conferred  at  the  Fall  Convocation  of  Columbia 
University.  On  this  occasion,  which  marked  the  opening  of  the  175th  year 
of  the  University,  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  honorary  degrees  were 
conferred.  Miss  Virginia  Gildersleeve,  Dean  of  Barnard  College,  Dorothy 
Canfield  Fisher,  author,  and  Patty  Hill,  educator,  were  the  other  women 
to  be  thus  honored.  Dr.  H.  Parker  Willis,  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Overseers  of  Sweet  Briar  College,  received  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Laws. 

Miss  Glass  attended  the  alumni  dinner  held  at  the  Pennsylvania  Hotel. 
This  dinner  was  given  as  a  part  of  the  specially  arranged  program  in  con- 
nection with  the  celebrating  of  the  founding  of  the  University  175  years 
ago.  Miss  Glass  was  presented  with  a  pale  blue  glass  souvenir  service 
plate.  The  seal  of  the  University  is  etched  in  the  center  with  the  dates 
1754  above  and  1929  below.  The  ensignia,  the  crown,  is  etched  on  the 
border  four  times,  in  an  ivy  wreath.  The  white  etching  and  the  blue 
color  of  the  plate  represent  the  colors  of  the  University. 


Dr.  Grammer  Publishes,  "Things  That  Remain" 

"Things  That  Remain"  written  by  Dr.  Carl  E.  Grammer,  president  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  Sweet  Briar  College,  has  been  published  recently. 
The  author  advocates  the  present  day  fermentation  concerning  theological 
and  philosophical  questions,  believing  that  it  furthers  growth  by  eliminat- 
ing untenable  viewpoints,  and  at  the  same  time  strengthens  the  necessary 
foundations — the  "things  that  remain."  Dr.  Grammer  points  out  that 
there  are  two  focal  points  of  life,  Christianity  and  reason,  neither  of  which 
excludes  the  other.  If  the  universe  has  a  rational  basis,  so  must  theology. 
Too  often  science  is  wont  to  become  destructively  rational  in  explaining 
things  away. 

In    his    consideration    of    the    problem    of    the    existence    of    God,    Dr. 

Grammer  points  out  that  God  is  not  an  entity  which  can  be  added  to  or 

subtracted    from    anything.      He    is    the    condition    of    scientific    and    all 

knowledge.     Unquestionably    since    the    universe    shows    a    purpose,    some

Dear  Mrs.  Breckenridge  : 

I  have  been  wondering  whether  you  would  not  like  to  tell  the  Alumna? 
Association  something  about  the  new  Library  when  you  write  them  your 
Sweet  Briar  Day  letter.  I  think  they  might  be  particularly  interested  in 
one  especial  part  of  the  Library,  the  Browsing  Room.  This  is  a  room 
reserved  for  quiet  reading  for  pleasure — no  notebooks  are  allowed  in  it — 
and  it  is  as  unlike  an  ordinary  institutional  room  as  one  can  imagine.  I 
know  that  the  homelike  and  restful  atmosphere  of  this  altogether  delight- 
ful room  has  tempted  many  students  who  rarely  read  for  pleasure  first 
to  dip  into,  and  then  to  read  through  books  that  would  not  have  appealed 
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to  them  if  they  had  been  part  of  assigned  readings  for  courses.  But  I  am 
not  going  to  stress  the  cultural  value  of  this  reading,  for  I  know  it  will 
be  quite  evident  to  every  member  of  the  Alumnae  Association. 

I  wish  your  Alumnae  members  could  see  the  Browsing  Room:  the 
bookcases  built  into  the  panelled  walls  of  natural  wood,  its  deep,  com- 
fortable chairs,  the  subdued  russet  and  bronze  colouring  of  the  whole 
relieved  by  the  gleam  of  brass  candlesticks,  the  Pompeian  red  background 
of  the  bookshelves,  and  the  Chinese  embroidery  on  the  tables.  Will  you  tell 
them  of  the  charming  portrait  of  Mary  Helen  Cochran  that  hangs  above 
the  broad  fireplace  (I  am  taking  it  for  granted  that  all  Alumnae  know 
that  it  was  in  her  memory  that  her  son,  Fergus  Reid,  gave  the  Library  to 
Sweet  Briar)  and  that  the  gently  smiling  old  lady  gives  the  room  just  a 
touch  of  humanity  that  is  needed.  It  is  the  only  picture  there,  for  all  but 
a  small  portion  of  the  wall  is  given  up  to  bookshelves — and  here  you  will 
see  that  I  have  left  to  the  last  the  one  thing  that  is  needed  to  complete 
the  room,  for  there  is  still  a  lack,  and  that  is  :  BOOKS  to  fill  the  empty 
shelves. 

We  have  the  small  beginning  of  a  collection,  about  350  books  given  at 
a  very  successful  Birthday  party  on  Founders'  Day  under  the  auspices  of 
a  student  society,  Tau  Phi.  The  students  and  Faculty  gave  generously,  but 
the  three  hundred  and  fifty  books  do  not  go  far  toward  filling  empty 
shelves,  as  you  will  see  by  the  photographs  I  am  sending  you. 

The  ordinal  Library  funds  are  not  sufficient  to  allow  us  anything  for 
the  Browsing  Room,  as  we  have  still  far  to  go  before  we  will  have  a 
satisfactory  working  library,  and  so  the  shelves  must  be  filled  by  special 
gifts.  We  need  more  books  of  every  kind — biography,  history,  travel,  and 
art  especially,  though  you  will  see  from  the  lists  that  I  am  sending  that 
we  are  very  inclusive,  for  they  stretch  from  the  Meditations  of  Marcus 
Aurelius  to  the  poems  of  H.  D.,  with  a  leaven  of  readable  and  not  too 
technical  scientific  books.  We  plan  to  have  something  to  interest  every 
student,  all  visiting  alumnae,  and  each  member  of  the  faculty,  and  that  is 
a  fairly  broad  aim. 

And  so  I  am  sending  you  lists  of  books  that  I  know  will  be  of  interest 
to  everybody,  and  I  am  doing  this  not  because  I  wish  to  limit  in  any  way 
the  choice  of  books,  but  only  because  I  think  these  suggestions  will 
facilitate  the  choice  of  gifts  for  the  Browsing  Room,  and  will  help  us  to 
avoid  duplicates  on  our  shelves.  If  you  think  that  anybody  would  prefer 
to  send  us  a  check,  I  would  be  pleased  to  order  any  book  suggested,  and 
put  it  on  the  shelves  with  the  donor's  name.  Later  on  we  hope  to  have  a 
bookplate  for  this  collection,  but  in  the  meantime  we  are  contenting  our- 
selves with  the  donor's  signature  on  the  fly-leaf. 

Will  you  please  convey  to  the  members  of  the  Alumnae  Association, 
the  most  cordial  New  Year  greetings  of  the  Library  Committee  and  the 
Library  Staff  who  anticipate  with  pleasure  showing  them  through  our 
beautiful   Library  before   the   next   annual   meeting.

great  design;    then  there  must  be  a  Designer.    But  the  Designer  is  certainly 

not   disinterested,   He   knows   and   loves   us   and   "demands   the   totality   of 

our  powers  that  he  may  mirror  this  nature  through  us  and  to  us." 

Man  instinctively  feels  that  life  is  worth  living,  that  the  source  of  life 
must  therefore  be  good.  Mechanistic  philosophers  refuse  to  recognize  this 
instinct.  Though  at  times  things  do  not  seem  to  work  together  for  the 
good  of  all,  yet  in  the  long  run  everything  is  advancing. 

There  are  other  lectures  in  the  book  that  are  of  unusual  interest  to  all, 
especially  the  one  on  "Inspiration."  The  problem  of  miracles  is  also 
adequately  discussed.  Dr.  Grammer  has  touched  upon  problems  of  vital 
interest  to  every  human  being  and  he  has  approached  them  with  more 
than  subjective  opinion.  The  lectures  are,  in  truth,  a  philosophical  approach 
to  Theology.

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Sweet  Briar  to  send  Students  abroad  with  Foreign 
Study  Group 

Spending  the  junior  jrear  in  France  is  one  of  the  latest  additions  to  the 
curriculum  at  Sweet  Briar.  After  several  years  of  consideration  a  definite 
plan  has  been  drawn  up  by  the  Committee  on  Instruction,  has  been  passed 
by  the  faculty  and  two  girls  have  already  been  recommended  as  possible 
candidates  to  be  sent  from  Sweet  Briar  to  take  their  third  year  abroad. 

The  plan  is  in  accordance  with  the  system  adopted  by  the  University  of 
Delaware  and  is  presented  in  its  catalogue  as  follows : 

"Students  may  be  allowed  to  substitute  for  the  work  of  the  junior  year 
a  year  of  supervised  study  in  France  under  the  Foreign  Study  Plan  of  the 
University  of  Delaware. 

"The  course  of  study  in  France  is  divided  into  two  periods,  a  twelve 
week  summer  term,  from  the  last  week  in  July  to  the  last  week  in  Octo- 
ber, at  the  University  of  Nancy,  and  the  regular  French  academic  session 
of  eight  months,  November  1  to  July  1,  which  is  spent  in  Paris,  at  the 
Universite  de  Paris  and  the  Ecole  Libre  des  Sciences  Politiques. 

"The  summer  is  devoted  to  an  intensive  study  of  the  French  language 
preliminary  to  lecture  courses  in  Paris.  The  lecture  system  of  French 
universities  is  supplemented  by  collateral  reading  and  discussions  under 
preceptorial  supervision  and  by  private  lessons  in  French  diction  and 
composition.  The  subjects  offered  include  French  literature,  history,  geog- 
raphy, philosophy,  economics,  and  history  of  French  art. 

"The  students  live  in  private  French  families  where  they  must  speak 
the  language  and  where  they  have  an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted 
with  French  life.  A  carefully  arranged  program  includes  the  best  French 
operas  and  plays  and  also  vacation  excursions  to  some  of  the  most  inter- 
esting places  in  France  and  adjacent  countries. 

"Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Foreign  group  must  have  shown 
special  ability  in  French,  and  have  maintained  a  high  quality  of  work  in 
that  department  and  good  general  scholarship  throughout  the  first  two 
years  in  college.  They  must  be  recommended  by  the  Department  of 
Modern  Languages  and  by  the  Dean  of  the  College." — Sweet  Briar  News.

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Rare  and  Interesting  Books  in  the  Library 

In  addition  to  the  Browsing  Room  with  its  growing  collection  of  new 
books,  the  Mary  Helen  Cochran  Library  contains  several  interesting  vol- 
umes, some  old  and  some  more  recent  publications,  which  have  come  into 
its  possession  for  the  most  part  from  collections  belonging  to  private 
individuals,,  and  besides  these,  two  autographed  presentations. 

The  first  of  the  latter  two  mentioned  is  a  copy  of  "Agricola  De  Re 
Metallica,"  translated  from  the  first  Latin  edition  of  1556,  with  a  bio- 
graphical introduction,  notes  and  appendices  by  Herbert  Clark  Hoover 
and  Lou  Henry  Hoover.  This  fine  folio  volume,  with  reproductions  of  all 
the  quaint  original  engravings  showing  the  original  manner  of  mining  and 
refining  metals,  was  presented  to  Sweet  Briar  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hoover 
on  March  20,  1928,  and  bears  their  dedication  and  signatures  on  the  fly- 
leaf: 

"To  the  library  of  Sweet  Briar  College.  May  it  be  more  satisfying  than 
the  fondest  dreams  of  it  today."  Lou  Henry  Hoover. 

"With  the  kind  regards  of  H.  H." 

The  second  presentation  is  a  copy  of  Commander  Richard  Byrd's 
"Skyward,"  which  lie  autographed  and  dedicated  with  the  words  "To  Sweet 
Briar  College,  from  one  who  has  a  great  admiration  for  it." 

Among  the  other  interesting  books,  for  they  are  interesting  rather  than 
rare,  is  one  on  etiquette  which  belonged  to  Indiana  Fletcher,  the  late  Mrs. 
Williams,  who  founded  Sweet  Briar.  In  several  places  "Miss  Indy"  has 
underlined  passages  which  seem  rather  curious  in  comparison  with  the 
informality  of  present  day  social  customs.  One  of  these  excerpts  states 
that  "annual  visits  are  paid  to  persons  with  whom  you  have  a  cool  acquaint- 
ance. They  visit  you  in  the  autumn,  you  return  a  card  in  the  spring."  And 
further  in  the  chapter  on  visits  she  has  marked  "a  visit  and  an  insult 
must  be  always  returned,"  rather  a  harsh  epigram. 

A  recent  acquisition  is  Sir  Joshua  Hirschel's  "Results  of  Astronomical 
Observations,"  made  in  1834-1838  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  This  volume 
was  "presented  by  Algernon,  Duke  of  Northumberland,  to  His  Majesty, 
the  King  of  the  French,"  and  the  Morocco  binding  bears  the  royal  crown 
of  Louis  Philippe  of  France. 

From  the  collection  of  Elmer  James  Bailey,  formerly  head  of  the 
English  department  at  Sweet  Briar,  is  a  copy  of  Ariosto's  "Orlando  Furi- 
oso,"  in  English  heroical  verse  by  Sir  John  Harrington  which  has  a  very 
elaborately  engraved  title  page  This  book  was  printed  in  London  in 
1634  and  the  plates  used  were  taken  from  those  which  appeared  previously 
in  the  Italian  version  of  1588. 

A  small  and  unassuming  volume  entitled,  "A  Journey  from  Babylon  to 
Jerusalem,  or  the  Road  to  Peace  and  True  Happiness,"  prefaced  with  an 
essay  on  the  "Rights  of  Man,"  by  Lorenzo  Dow,  is  one  which  was  printed 
in  Lynchburg,  Va.,  in  1812,  probably  one  of  the  earliest  to  come  off  the 
village  press.  Opposite  the  title  page  is  a  woodcut  of  the  author  with  the 
following  words  underneath  :  "The  clock  strikes  twelve.  I'm  traveling  to 
the  land  from  which  I  shall  never  return." 

A  first  edition,  1830,  of  the  "Book  of  Mormon,  an  account  written  by 
the  hand  of  Mormon  upon  plates  taken  from  the  plates  of  Nephi,"  by 
Joseph  Smith,  Jr.,  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  more  valuable  books 
of  this  group. 
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One  which  would  have  local  interest  for  Sweet  Briar  students,  whether 
past  or  present,  and  especially  for  those  who  ride  horseback,  is  a  "Lady's 
Equestrian  Manual,"  published  in  1854.  This  book  claims  for  itself  on 
the  title  page  the  duty  of  explaining  the  principles  and  practice  of  horse- 
manship that  every  lady  may  be  enabled  "to  ride  with  comfort  and  ele- 
gance." Opening  with  a  historical  sketch  of  "female  equestrianism,"  it  then 
proceeds  to  the  practical  details  of  the  art,  with  special  chapters  on  the 
reins,  seat,  balance,  and  various  paces.  These  chapters  are  illustrated 
with  woodcuts,  which  attempt  to  make  more  vivid  what  the  author  has 
tried  to  describe.  According  to  him  "the  canter  is  by  far  the  most  agree- 
able of  all  the  paces,"  and  "no  lady  of  taste  ever  gallops  on  the  road." 

Another  book  which  might  be  considered  as  having  local  connections, 
is  Woodrow  Wilson's  "When  a  Man  Comes  to  Himself,"  published  in 
1915.  This  volume  contains  an  autographed  letter  from  the  author  to 
Dr.  E.  J.  Bailey,  then  head  of  the  English  department  at  Sweet  Briar. 

The  most  recent  acquisition  to  the  library  is  a  gift  from  Ex-Senator 
Cabell  Bruce,  of  Maryland,  of  copies  of  his  own  books:  "Benjamin 
Franklin  Self-Revealed,"  Volumes  I  and  II,  "John  Randolph  of  Roanoke," 
Volumes  I  and  II,  and  "Below  the  James." 

In  conclusion,  it  seems  fitting  to  mention  four  volumes  of  the  Players 
Shakespeare,  which  the  library  owns,  purchased  from  the  Drama  fund, 
gift  of  the  class  of  '23.  These  are  numbered  copies  of  a  limited  edition 
printed  by  the  Shakespeare  Head  Press,  Stratford-on-Avon.  Reprinted 
from  the  First  Folio  of  1623,  the  plays  in  this  edition  which  are  "Macbeth," 
"The  Merchant  of  Venice,"  "King  Lear,"  and  "Cymbeline,"  contain  illus- 
trations by  Charles  Ricket.  It  is  hoped  that  at  some  time  in  the  near 
future  the  library  will  be  able  to  add  to  this  set.

The  Honor  Dinner 

The  Honor  Dinner  was  attended  this  year  by  the  largest  number  of 
students,  seventy-seven,  yet  qualifying  for  the  high  standing  in  the  work 
of  the  first  semester  necessary  for  attendance  at  this  function.  The  dinner 
was  held  in  Fergus  Reid  Hall,  which  was  beautifully  decorated  with  fresh 
flowers,  palms  and  candles.  Miss  Eileen  Power,  London  University 
exchange  professor  of  economic  history,  now  at  Barnard  College,  was  the 
principal  speaker  on  this  occasion. 

Until  the  19th  century  the  readers  of  history,  according  to  Miss  Power, 
were  the  leisured  class,  but  at  that  time  there  came  a  demand  to  know 
not  so  much  the  story  of  wars  and  of  great  families,  but  of  occupations, 
agriculture,  craftsmanship,  textile  manufacture,  verse-making,  and  trans- 
portation— activities  of  more  general  interest  and  basic  value  than  the 
story  of  military  or  political  conquests. 

"History  performs  two  great  functions,"  said  Miss  Power,  "it  tells 
you  the  causes  of  things  and  it  makes  for  cohesion.  And  since  the  major 
problem  of  the  world  today  is  International  Relations,  a  study  of  these 
should  lead  to  a  more  intelligent  estimate  of  present  conditions  and  more 
constructive   efforts  toward  future  developments." 
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News  of  Lectures  and  Concerts 

Each  year  the  Committee  on  Music  and  Lectures,  which  now  includes 
for  the  first  time  a  student  representative,  strives  to  bring  to  the  college  a 
varied  program  of  entertainment  and  instruction. 

Mr.  Wilbur  Herbert  Burnham,  the  Boston  artist  who  has  designed  and 
executed  many  stained  glass  windows  including  those  in  the  Princeton 
Chapel,  spoke  on  "Stained  Glass,  Mediaeval  and  Modern,"  and  illustrated 
his  talk  with  handsome  pictures  of  early  and  contemporary  stained  glass. 
Mr.  Burnham  has  great  admiration  for  the  magnificent  stained  glass  of 
Chartres  Cathedral,  and  believes,  with  Ralph  Adams  Cram  and  others 
that  there  will  be  in  modern  America  a  renewal  and  development  of  the 
ancient  art  of  glass  making. 

The  Thanksgiving  night  program  always  strives  for  novelty  and  this 
year  was  furnished  by  the  Hungarian  dancer,  Hans  Wiener,  lately  come 
to  America  as  an  exponent  of  the  modern  German  school  of  dance.  Grace- 
ful, agile  and  finely  trained,  Mr.  Wiener  delighted  the  students  with  stately 
old  French  dances,  a  Blue  Danube  waltz,  and  two  highly  popular  bur- 
lesques— "Circus,"   and   "The   Wedding." 

One  of  the  most  stimulating  speakers  visiting  the  campus  this-  year  was 
the  famous  philosopher,  critic,  and  writer,  Bertrand  Russell.  Previous  to 
his  coming  the  economics,  sociology  and  government  departments  worked 
up  much  interest  and  Tau  Phi  had  an  open  meeting  to  discuss  his  theories. 
In  personality  and  speech  Mr.  Russell  lived  up  to  expectations  and  is 
recalled  as  a  vivid  person  and  a  thought-provoking  lecturer. 

John  Powell,  the  well-known  pianist,  played  before  an  appreciative 
audience  at  Sweet  Briar  on  January  17th.  Mr,  Powell  gave  a  well-balanced 
program  beginning  with  a  Bach  Suite  and  closing  with  a  group  of  Dance 
Tunes  more  or  less  in  the  folk  manner,  which  included  a  "Country  Dance" 
of  Beethoven,  a  number  by  Paul  Guion,  as  well  as  his  own  "Banjo  Picker." 
However,  the  outstanding  feature  of  the  program  was  Mr.  Powell's 
"Sonata  Virginesque,"  for  violin  and  piano,  an  interesting  modern  work 
which  gave  Mr.  Winston  Wilkinson's  many  Sweet  Briar  admirers  an  oppor- 
tunity to  hear  him  with  Mr.  Powell. 

The  students  were  delighted  with  Ruth  Breton,  the  young  American 
violinist,  who  appeared  here  on  February  21.  Her  program  was  one 
selected  to  please  a  youthful  audience  and  she  was  called  back  for  many 
encores.  We  can  readily  believe  that  she  created  a  sensation  on  her 
recent  European  tour. 

Mr.  John  Cowper  Powys,  the  celebrated  English  author  and  lecturer, 
kept  his  audience  spellbound  in  his  lecture  on  Thomas  Hardy.  Mr.  Powys 
knew  Mr.  Hardy  personally  and  gave  a  vivid  picture  of  him,  as  his 
Dorset  neighbors  saw  him.  His  criticism  of  Hardy  as  a  poet  and  novelist 
met  the  approval  of  those  who  revel  in  Hardy's  works  and  inspired  those 
unfamiliar  with  them  to  go  out  and  begin  reading  "Tess  of  the  D'Urber- 
villes,"  or  "A  Pair  of  Blue  Eyes." 


A  Baby  Show  for   Education 

The  Sweet  Briar  Branch  of  the  American  Association  of  University 
Women  gave  a  Baby  Show  as  a  means  of  raising  its  yearly  contribution 
for  the  Fellowship  Fund.  The  Fund  is  for  the  pursuit  of  adult  education 
and  provides  an  aid  for  many  women  to  continue  their  studies  abroad  or 
at  home,  as  the  case  may  be. 
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The  show  consisted  of  baby  pictures  of  most  of  the  members  of  the 
faculty  and  community,  neatly  mounted  and  "hung"  as  at  an  art  exhibit. 
The  object  was  to  see  who  could  correctly  identify  the  largest  number  of 
infant  faces.  It  was  thoroughly  amusing  to  all  of  those  who  tried  to  recog- 
nize something  familiar  in  the  tantalizingly  inscrutable,  and  at  the  same 
time  definitely  present-day  features  of  the  babies. 

The  Meredith  Collection  room  of  the  Mary  Helen  Cochran  library  was 
used  for  the  show.  Spring  flowers  and  several  plants  added  much  to  the 
setting  of  the  photographs. 


The  New  Music  Building 

The  new  Music  Building,  which  is  the  Old  Library  remodeled,  is  another 
landmark  on  our  campus.  The  building  was  moved  down  the  back  road 
and  now  faces  the  Patteson  house.  The  little  frame  building,  which  has 
served  so  many  purposes  on  the  campus,  is  well  fitted  to  house  the  music 
department.  The  outside  is  white  with  a  green  roof,  and  shrubbery  has 
been  placed  about  the  building. 

There  is  a  large  studio  to  the  left  and  as  one  enters  this  room  the  eye 
instantly  catches  a  glimpse  of  a  beautiful  bust  of  Beethoven  on  the  mantle 
over  the  fireplace.  This  room  is  spacious,  and  has  many  windows  with 
gold  draperies,  lamps,  and  easy  chairs.  Here  informal  student  recitals  are 
given  and  classes  are  held.  In  addition  there  are  three  other  studios  and 
a  number  of  practice  rooms. 

Dr.  Harley's  Portrait  Painted  by  Helen  Turner 

Over  the  fireplace  in  the  main  living  room  of  the  Infirmary  hangs  a 
beautiful  portrait  of  Dr.  Harley,  which  was  painted  by  Miss  Helen  Turner, 
one  of  the  foremost  portrait  painters  of  the  country.  The  portrait,  a  gift 
of  the  artist,  is  a  remarkably  fine  likeness  of  Dr.  Harley.  Both  the  expres- 
sion and  the  coloring  are  especially  pleasing. 

Miss  Turner  is  one  of  fifty  living  American  artists  included  in  a  book 
of  Contemporary  American  Portrait  Painters  recently  edited  by  Cuthbert 
Lee. 

A  handsome  and  unique  frame  was  made  for  the  portrait  by  Miss 
Patricia  Gay,  the  sister  of  Susan  Gay,  '32,  and  a  close  friend  of  Dr. 
Harley's. 

Did  You  Know  That 

Visitors  are  directed  to  the  Alumna;  Office  by  three  new  signs  made 
of  black  wood  with  gilt  letters.  One  of  these  signs  has  been  placed  at 
the  fork  in  the  road  under  the  big  oak  tree,  another  was  placed  by  the 
tree  in  front  of  the  Inn,  and  the  third  hangs  over  the  door  of  the  Office. 

On  October  24,  1929,  plans  were  approved  by  the  Board  of  Overseers 
for  Sabbatical  leaves  for  those  faculty  members  who  have  the  rank  of 
full  professor  and  who  have  been  teaching  at  Sweet  Briar  for  at  least 
six  years. 

The  1929  Briar  Patch  won  the  All-American  Honor  Rating  in  the 
Nation-wide  Contest.  The  Annual  was  marked  perfect  as  to  finances  and 
mechanics.    It  scored  925  points. 

The  Sweet  Briar  News  was  awarded  fourth  place  in  the  Class  A  group 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Virginia  Intercollegiate  Press  Association. 

The  telephone  service  has  been  extended  to  twenty-four  hours. 
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Volume  IV  of  the  Sweet  Briar  Magazine  is  now  complete,  thanks  to 
Edith  Forbush,  ex-'18.  The  file  of  the  old  Sweet  Briar  magazine  would 
be  unbroken  if  someone  would  contribute  the  lost  numbers  of  Volume  X. 
All  but  number  two  are  lacking. 

The  1930  Briar  Patch  will  have  an  Alumnae  page — a  picture  of  a  corner 
of  the  Alumnae  Office,  and  the  names  of  the  officers  and  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  Association,  together  with  a  short  article  on  the  value  of 
the  Association. 

Martha  Lee  received  the  Manson  Memorial  Scholarship  given  by  the 
Sweet  Briar  Alumnae  Association  for  the  first  semester.  It  was  awarded 
for  the  second  semester  to  Mona  Stone.  This  scholarship  is  awarded  each 
year  to  a  member  or  members  of  the  upper  classes  who  are  outstanding 
not  only  in  their  work,  but  also  in  the  various  activities  of  the  college. 

A  discussion  group  has  been  started  by  Miss  Crawford  as  a  means  of 
getting  the  girls  together  for  considering  problems  that  would  not  ordin- 
arily come  up  in  the  departmental  clubs.  This  group  is  open  to  all  mem- 
bers of  the  community,  and  is  growing  rapidly  with  each  meeting. 
The  regulation  in  regard  to  smoking  has  been  changed.  The  President 
and  faculty  took  the  initiative  in  making  a  ruling  that  permits  smoking 
for  about  half  an  hour  after  meals  in  the  following  rooms  :  Grammer  and 
Randolph  parlors,  the  Senior  Study,  and  the  large  room  of  the  Student 
Government  suite.  In  each  group  of  dormitories  a  parlor  was  saved  for 
non-smokers.  The  students  are  permitted  to  smoke  outside  until  dark  in 
the  Dell  and  along  the  Sunset  Road  past  the  orchard.  These  places  were 
chosen  for  beauty  and  convenience,  as  it  was  felt  that  if  changing  social 
customs  and  local  conditions  warranted  the  official  recognition  of  smoking, 
it  must  take  place  under  dignified  conditions.  The  limited  time  for  indoor 
smoking  was  also  felt  to  be  an  advantage.
